No appointments of patrons or 
relatives; no trading in official patronage 
for persona! or even partisan ends; no use of 
the pewere of bis firet term to gain a second; 
no use of official influence to punish per- 
tonal enemies, if he has any; vo connivance | 
with intriguers too cunning, and courtiers 
and politicians too un- 
principled to merit the confidence of the 
people, bas been charged upon Mr. Colfax. 
Thors friends of Mr. Colfax who had ex 
. pected that his high position would place it 
in hia power to render them official favors, 
found themselves disappointed. Though his 
personal popularity contributed nearly as 
much as that of General Grant to the suc- 
cess of the joint ticket, yet, if we are cor- 
rectly informed, he has never asked a single 
_ benefit or favor for himself or friends at the 
hands of the Administration.

PRESIDENT LINCOLN AND RECONSTRUCTION. 
The April number of the Galary magazine 
contams a notable paper by Hon. Gideon 
Welles, ox-Secretary of the Navy, on the 
measures which were adopted by the 
ernment, after the fall of Richmond an 
successes Of General Sherman in North Car- 
olina, to re establish the Union and promote 
peace. As no authentic account has ever 
been given of the occurrences of that im- 
portant period, this quasi-official statement 
of Mr. Lincoln's views is interesting, and 
will serve to remove the rnmors which have 
grown ont of prejudice and to show the 
soundness of Mr. Lincoln’s positions with re- 
gard.te reconstruction, as well as the com- 
prehensive breadth of his statesmanship. 
The most important disclosures made by 
Mr. Welles are with reference to the Cabinet 
meeting which Was held on the 14th of April, 
on the evening of which day Mr.'Linooln 
Was assassinated. The session of the Cabi- 
net on that day was chiefly ooeup 
the suliiect of our relations witht 
As Mr. McCulloch, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, was considerably embarrassed 
with regard to permits and traffic, Mr. Stan- 
ton proposed that communication should be 
“reopened by his issuing a military order au- 
thorizing and limiting trafic. 
suge@ested, in place of this, that the Presi- 
den tahould issue an Executive order foropen- 
ing porte to trade, and prescribing therein 
the duties of the several Departments. The 
President, however, referred the whole sub- 
ject to the Secretaries of the Treasury, War, 
and Navy, and said he should be satisfied. 
with any decision at which they arrived. At 
the close ofthe session, Mr. Stanton an- 
nounced that he had drawn up, and be hand- 
ed te the President, a rough draft of a 
Plan for establishing civil government 
and preserving order in the Rebel States. 
This gave the President an opportunity of 
expressing his views on the subject, and, as 
these have not been given to the public be- 
fore in such an authoritative form, we re- 
produce them from Mr. Welles’ memoranda :

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CHEAP TELEORAPRY. | 
The telegraph has become as essential to 
the business of the country as the postal or 
railroad system. There is hardly a branch 
of business to which telography is not indig- 
pensable, and to which cheap telegraphy is 
rot an desirable as cheap postage or cheap 
transportation. The present charge for tele- 
eraphing a message of ten words from Chi- 
cago to New York is $1, and the average 
working capacity of a single wire is 600 
words an hour. 
It is now claimed that asystem of telegra- 
phy will soon be put in operation, from 
Washington to New York, which 
will transmit messages any distance, 
at the rate of 20 cents for 100 words, and 
having a capacity to send 600 messages of 
hat lepgth in each hour. It is claimed that 
this system has already been tested, and ite 
practicability demonstrated beyond all ques- 
tien. [It is needless to say that, if one-fourth 
of what is promised be found practicable, it 
will make a complete revolution in the tele- 
graph business of the country. The practi- 
cal operation of this new or automat ie sys- 
tem of telegraphy is, that the company fur 
nish the public a telegraphic alphabet, which 
can be made as familiar as the ordinary 
alphabet in a few days. Every banker, or 
merchant, or newspaper, or other person hay- 
mg oceasion to send messages, will be fur- 
nished, at the trifling cost of two or 
three dollars with a small machine,

act of making out the despatch in this form 
can be mastered by any person of ordinary 
intelligence in afew hours. The} despatch, 
thus made out, is taken to the telegraph 
office, and, whether it contain’ 10 words or 
1,000 words, is transmitted to the office at 
the other end of the line aimost instanta- 
neously.
